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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 7/19/2006 with respect to claims 1 , 9, and 17 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Regarding claims 1 , 9, and 17, applicant argued that John does not discloses the 
ESD protection circuit eliminates ESD from flowing from the pad into the circuit without 
effecting the logical function of the circuit. Examiner respectfully disagrees with 
applicant's arguments. John does teach the ESD protection circuit (16 shown in figure 
1) eliminates ESD from flowing from the pad into the circuit without effecting the logical 
function of the circuit (as an ESD event occurs on the pad 22, the transistor (34) of the 
protection circuit (16) quickly turns on. As the transistor turns on, it clamps the ESD 
event. Therefore, the ESD circuit (16) protects the circuit (14) from the ESD event 
without effecting the logical function of the circuit (col. 2, 3, lines 23-8).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 
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2. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by John et 
al (USPN 6,522,511). 

Regarding claims 1, 9, 17 John discloses a system (figures 1-3) comprises a 
circuit (circuitry 14 shown in figure 1), an ESD protection system (ESD circuit 16, see 
figure 3), and a Pad (pad 22), wherein the ESD protection system substantially 
eliminates ESD flowing from the pad into the circuit without effecting the logical function 
of the circuit (col. 2, 3, lines 23-8). 

Regarding claims 2, 3, 10, 1 1, John discloses the circuit (14) comprises an n- 
type transistor (such as the circuitry 14 comprises a processor, logic circuitry, see col. 2, 
lines 32-37, therefore, the circuitry 14 inherently comprises a NMOS transistor). 

Regarding claims 4-8, 12-16, John discloses the ESD protection system 
comprises a resistor (resistor shown in figure 3), a NMOS transistor (such as 34), and a 
PMOS transistor (see figure 3).
